Article 1, Wame and Object 


Section 1, The name of this organization shall 
be the SAW DIEGO NUMISMATIC SOCIETY here-in-after 
referred to as the Society, 

Section 2, The object of the Society shall be 
to promote, develop and foster numisme tics in all 
its branches along educational, historical and 
scientific lines, and to provide opportunities for 

collectors to share in an organization of mutual 
interest and g00d fellowship, The club shall also 
promote coin collecting among the general public, 
form and maintain a cabinet of numisnetic specimens 
and ecquire a library of numismatic literature for 
the use of its members, 


Article II, Membership 


Section 1, Any person of good character who is 
interested in the objects and activities of the 
Society, and who agrees to abide by its rules shall 
be eligible for membership, 

». Section 2, The membership of the Society shall 
consist of Active Members, Junior Members and 
Honorary Members, 

Section 3, Active Members shall be those persons 
eighteen years of age or over, they shall have 
the right to vote and to hold office as here-ih- 
efter provided, 

Section 4, Junior Members shall be those 
persons who have not reached their eighteenth 
birthday, They shall not have the right to vote or 
hold any office except that of Junior Vice President 
nor to participate in auctions unless vouched for by 
an adult member, 
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Section 5.-- Honorary Members shall be thoge persons 
whom the Society deems worthy of special recognition 
for services rendered in the cause of numisme.tics, 
Such recognition may be grented for a single oute 
standing service or a series of services rendered 
over @ period of time, Honorary memberships shall 
be for the calendar year only. 

Section 6, No member in good standing shell be 
denied access to the membership rostcre 


Article III, Officers 


Section 1. The following elective officers 
shell be chosen from the Active Membership in good 
standing: a President, a Vice President, a Secretary, 
a Treasurer, and threc members of the ixecutive 
Board, No membcr shall hold two officcs concurrently, 

Section 2, A Junior Vice President shall be 
elected from the Junior Members of the Socictye 

Section 3, “he three members of the Executive 
Board shall be clected for 2 term of three years, 
one member to be clected each ycar, 

Section 4, The clective officers shall be chosen 
by ballot at the December mceting, and shall serve

Section 5, Appointive officers, chairmen of

Article IV, Mcctings

Article V. Revenue 


Section 1, The vrincipal revenue of the Society

Section 2, Other sources of revenue may be 
developed from activities of the Society. 

Section 3. The revenues of the Society shall 
be solely for expenses incurred in the conduct of 
its meetings end activities and in promoting the 
objects of the Society as set forth here-to-fore. 


Article VI. Government 


Section 1. The governing power of the Socicty

Section i, These By-Laws, in whole or in part, 
can be amended or repealed, or new By-Laws adopted, 
upon 2 two-thirds vote of the membership, the said 
amended, repealed or now By-Laws having been pre=- 
sented at the previous regulor meeting of the 
Society, « change in the By-Laws can only be effec- 
ted at a regulor meeting of the Socicty.
